DR. J. B. MacLEAN (Germanic languages and 
literature) was re-elected vice-president and 
director of the Canadian-German Academic 
Exchange Association at a recent annual meeting 
in Toronto. 

The student health office, first resort on 
campus for medical emergencies, moved at the 
end of November to the building on the 
eastern edge of the commons-block parking lot. 

The building has been a dormitory since the 
beginning of term, pending completion of the 
last residence unit of Lansdowne College. 

Scribners has published a second volume 
of its series on The Arts in America . One 
quarter of it was written by DR. ALAN GOWANS 
(art and art history) under the title 
"Painting and Sculpture in 19th-Centure 
America." 

Within the campus telephone system, the 
numbers game continues. W. G. BENDER 
(personnel) promises a new directory 
soon. Meanwhile, library users might 
like to note that the numbers for circulation’s 
general office are now 416 and 417. Librarian 
DEAN HALLIWELL and his secretary can be 
reached at 466 and 467. 

DR. DAVID LEEMING (mathematics) has just received 
his Ph.D. from the University of Alberta. His 
thesis was entitled "A Generalization of 
Completely Convex Functions and Related Problems." 

Members of the physics department involved in 
TRIUMF development attended a recent meeting of 
the meson users group in the nuclear faciltitv's 
new building on the UBC campus. The Victoria 
contingent numbered 13, including four graduate 
students. 


At last count, the University was nine cents over 
its United Appeal objective of $14,300, with more 
to come. Division chairmen HUGH CHAMBERLAIN 
(personnel), DR. HUGH FARQUHAR (summer session), 
and NELS GRANEWALL (financial aid) wish to 
thank the faculty and staff who contributed 
towards a successful campaign. Donations totalled 
40 per cent more than last year’s figure. 

DR. J. D. PORTEOUS (geography) will attend the 
Second Annual Symposium on Man-Environment Systems 
in Boston during the week between Christmas and 
the New Year. The conference is sponsored by 
the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science. 

Another geographer, DR. DERRICK SEWELL, will 
spend the first week of December in Toronto and 
Ottawa. He will attend a meeting of the national 
advisory committee on water resources research, 
and speak on management of resources and related 
fields at several seminars. 

Members of the faculty of education spoke on 
new instructional techniques at the third 
conference of LEARN (Laboratory for Educational 
Advancement Research and Needs), held in Duncan 
in November. The conferences are under the 
guidance of A. J. Longmore, superintendent of 
schools for Greater Victoria, and DEAN FRED 
T. TYLER. 

DR. WILLIAM GORDON (mathematics) takes up a 
new appointment as assistant dean of arts and 
science next week.
